success, and even to the morals of the school. 


We do not believe (hut any parent' wants his boy to belong to any 


'secret suciqly so conducted. 
Neither do \ye believe that the principal of 


uny high school wants- to have secret organizations of pupils discussing 
school1 matters, perhaps to their own detriment and that of the school. 
'Theie is nothing: better ijian membership in a good debating society to 
develop the tact, reasoning power and the faculty of speech, but no such 
society is condu«|ed in secret. There is no need of secrecy, and there is no 
'need of secrecy in any society of boys that is conducted properly, or that 
exists for proper purposes. 
> 


There are, on the other hand, a good many dangers, as.we have already 


.stated, niising from secrecy, because if mistakes are made, if wrong policies 
ore adopted, if calumnies aio ciiciilatcd-about any-teacher or any pupil, 
the .authorities of (ho school have no means of informing themselves of 
the facts in order to conect the wrong. We'do not"believe that these' high 
school fiafeinities rxer did any good to the members, but the probability is 
that they have done considerable Iinun. 
We do not here -spent particu- 


larly of .(he Lowell high school, but of the high school fraternity as.it exists 
throughout the country. 
Jn many instances revelations have been made 


that reflected upon the fraternities and the schools in'-which they existed. 
'.These particular instances aie sufficient to result in a general suppression 
of the selipol fiuternities everywhere.

reason are opposed (o police depaitiiionls. The police are rofllly a great

Tluit is why the newspapers arc assailed by some of (lie 
Reformers who feel thai a newspaper has no right, to complain of wronsj- 
idoing by winch it is not aJt'ected.

$1000' shall be discharged upon tender 
of the amount actually.borrowed, with 
IS ner cent, interest and certain costs. 


The court adds: 
"At 
the 
expiration 
of every six 


months, when the sum secured by tho 
mortage fell due, the defendant had 
a right to demand payment, and. If the 
.sum due was not pald,;to foreclose the 
mortgage. 
If the '-plaintiffs could not 


pay or did not want to pay the amount 
'due, or mnke fi tender as provided by 


any and all claims which 'the plain- 
tiffs might have against tho defendant 
under the statute or otherwise. There 
was nothing unlawful in 
rangenlenl, whatever the

terest agreed upon might be. 
The 


statute being intended for the benefit 
of tile borrower, the plaintiffs, if they 
chose, could relinquish any rights that 
had accrued to them under it.

There 
It nothing to show that any fraud or

Throughout the countiy the press as a rule not only reflects public opinion 
but moulds it. This is a fact [hat cannot be gainsaid. , 
' 


. 
But tlicie aie, nevertheless, eerlain alleged reformers who denounce 


the pre&b :is dishonest. The man who docs so is usually himself dishonest. 
The press in the main ih right and in fhe main also strictly loyal lo the inter-' 
esfs of tho people. The men who nrc (aught to believe that all capitalists 
are robbeio of those who toil,, thai the latter are wage slaves and (hat 
wealth in gencial is dishonestly obtained—these arc flic men who assail 
the picss as corrupt, unfair and untrue to the people. If the press pleads 
tot- good go\cuiment, it is fhe enemy of those who live by graft; if it 
favors a new ami up to date charter, it is with the capitalists; if it speaks 
the truth and exposes bhains and humbugs, it is fhe enemy of progress as 
seen bj men who hove no respect for the law. 


The men who aie opposed to the newspapers on principle for a similar 


reason are opposed lo police departments. The police are really a great 
detriment to some people in every community,, and for similar reasons so arc 


• Ihe newspaper. That is why (he newspapers are assailed by some" of the 
1 
(reformois who feel that a newspaper has no right to complain of 


• .doing by which it is not affected.' 
' . 
When a demagogue or an anarchist finds tiie press opposed to him it is 


his policy lo denounce the press as enemies of Iho public. 
His followers 


ivill take up the .same ciy, and thus wo find in some quarters men opposing 
Movements for fhe public good and offering as a reason for their course 
the fact fhat fhe mo\omcnt is favored by the press. In such cases it cnn 
be safely assumed that the press is right and the unreasoning critic wrong. 
Of course wo do not mean to say thnt there ,are no dishonest and untruthful 
newspapers, but those that follow (his policy are easily exposed. 
But for 


the press (he people would be imposed upon continually, by indiscreet lead- 
ers, and their cause would go backward instead of forward were not the 
'bcarcliliglit-? of the press brought lo bear for the safe and sane leadership 
ol the people.'

that he would Jump at the chance, for 
in tho event of success he could do 
mand-a match with G^btch. 
In fact, 


public opinion would force the cham- 
pion to meet: the "Russian Lion." But 
evld!entl> Hack needs some time to 
count up the good American, dollars 
that he;has made since last November. 
So he will return to London without 
having attempted to put Gotch's shoul- 
ders to the mat. 


Now that Hack Is to depart from 


these shores he has begun to talk 
about the failure of tho champion to 
meet him. As Gotch came out of his 
retirement to Issue a challenge, an un- 
usual course for a title holder, the 
"Russian Lion" has not a leg to stanc 
on. .Hack quit In his previous en 
counter with tho champion, and: when 
Gotch went over to London seeking a 
second bout the Russian refused to 
meet the American under any condi- 
tions. Probably he,will,return to Lon- 
don and tell his friends how scared; 
Gotch was. 


Hack's tour In this country seems to 


have been purely a* business one,:w*lth 
no intention on his part of tackling 
Gotch. So far as money goes'it was 
a huge success, for Hack and his man 
ager, Jack Curley, will take with them 
to London several barrels of good old 
American coin, amounting to over 350,- 
000. • His exhibition of wrestling was 
not brilliant, although It must be sairt 
that no one defeated him or even put 
his shoulders to_ the mat once: Hack 
had considerable, hard work in throw 
Ing some of the men he met here. 
Whether he has been under a pull or 
is not the same man he was some years 
ago can only be answered by a .contest 
with Gotch.
